HE Maſſacres-and Murders committed by the 
B 1oftigation and'lacitement.of Popiſh Prieſts and

Again,the precepts of Chriſtianity enjoyns us.to pro 
voke one another to love, and to good works; but theſe: 


Sors of Satan ( for his work, they do, and therefore 
his Children they are ) provoke their ſimple and de» 
inded Profelytes to Murder, Treaſon, and: Rebellion 5 
which laſt Inſtance they have too evidently made ap- 
peai+ I doubt nor, Sir, but you remember, that about 
the year 1663, there was a diſcovery. of a certain Des 
ſign againſt the Life of our Lord Lieutenant (which was 
then his Grace the Duke of Ormond, 2s you know he is 
now)E& the ſubverſion of theGavernment,andFiring the 
Caſtle andCity of Dublin,&c, Ani for this,one Collos 
nel Jephſon and ſome others were Arraign'd condemn'd, 
.and executed here, This Jephſon had a Son (whoſe name 
was Joſeph Jephſon) who was ſometimes after hisFathers 
death put av, Apprentice here in Dub/in, where he was 
brought up in the Proteſtant Religion, and had his Es 
ducation 1o a Civil] Family, 

. This Perſon the Jeſuits reſolved to make a Profelyte 
tothe Roman Church, and then doubted not but he 


would be fit for their purpoſe, and that they might the. 


more eaſily gain upon him5they firſt ſcrew'd themſelves 


zato his acquaintznce, and pretended a great deal of. 


Love and kindnels to.him 53 by which means he enter» 
tain'd a goud opinion cf them: and the more to, indeer 
their acquainrance to him , and ingratia te: themſelves 
with him,they alſo offered to help him to a Wife5which 
was indeed the 6n!ly way to gain him: And peaches" 
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for Hell had provided one for him,zgainſt whoſe Wealth 
and Beauty hecould make no Exceptions - and there- 
fore readily accepts of the Match. And now when 
Jephſon thought upon nothing but being Aarricd,there 
was a difficulty ſtarted that -he was not a ware of, which 
was 5 that this Gentlewoman had made a Vow never 
to Afarry any perſon but a Rowan Catholick, 3-and 
thereſvre he muſt either loſe his Love. or Change his 
Religion : In this doubtful caſe he repairs to his 0'd 
Friends( the ]eſuites ) and tells them what Obſtructions 
he met with, and deſires their advicez- which you may 
ealily.gueſs, was to change his Religion: For ncw they 
open themſelves to him,and tell him that the Salva*ioaof 
his Soul was as well concerned therein,ns thecbrtainingot 
his Mifriſs 3 and therefore adviſed him to heſitare 
no longer about 1tzgiving kim-ſevera] other rex ons to 
ſway him to take their advice but wh:ther 1t 
were the force of their Reaſons, or the deiire of 
obtaining his Miſtris , that prevailed with him moſt, 
I am aot able to determine, though I rather think it was 
the latter « However it was, he renounces the Pro- 
teftant Religion, and declares himſeif a Papiſt 3 and 
now the Gentlewoman may Marry him, aid yet nor 
break her, Vow © fn expectation wheref, he addrelics 
himſelf to her, and gives her an account of his Conver. 
flon, ( asbeterm'd it. ) But the yoog man found t:im- 
ſelf extreamly deceix'd, for their aroſe another Rewora 
wach more inſuperable than the former, For he hav- 
Ing declar d himſelfa Papiſt, they now thought them- 
ſelves {ure of him, and' were reſolved in the fiiit place ro 
Rave their deligas upon h'm3 2nd now an opportunity, . 
as they thought, preſented it ſelf. 
fIr: 
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For you muſt 'know the Jeſuits in Ireland are car- 
rying on the ſame delign as thoſe in Fngland 5 and bes 
cauſe the Killing of the Lord Lieutenant ( which?tis 
ſtrongly preſumed they deliga'd ) was a diffiaile and 
hazardons undertakipg, they agreed to make this N3- 
vice Jephſon the Taſtrument of it 3 a Youyg and Rich 
Wife they knew was the Bait that drew him to chapge 
his Religionz and they were reſolved uppn the ſame 
account to draw him in to commit this Execrable 
Murder, 

And therefore when Jephſon urged that ke might be 
Mzrried, ſeeing he was become a Romaniſt, they told 
him that he was too haſty : For he muſt firſt do ome- 
thing toaſſure her of the truth of his Converſion. They 
told him that he had done very we!l to come into the 


Boſum of the Mother Church, out of which there was . 


no Salvations but yet till he had done ſome noble and 
Atritorious At to confirm his Faith, they ſhould harde 
ly believe kis Converſion to be real, They told him 
alſo, that now there was an opportunity preſentedit 
(elf, wherin he might do God and the Church very 
great Service, and ſave his own Scul belies; and that 
was, in avenging his Fathers Blood upon the Duke of 
0r%0nd: Adding, that God and Nature ſeem'd to have 
o:dained him for that very work3 and that his Father 
muſt expe no Redemption from Purgatory, nor him- 
ſ:;f any hopes of obtaining his miſtreſs, till he had ef- 
feted i13 ( this is copfidently reported to have beea 
the method ot the proceetiings ,) 

T hough this propoſal d:d at firſt ſtartle the Young 
man 3 yet either overccme by their perſwaſions, or our 
of a d:ſire of Revenge, or { which 1 rather think) 1 
hopes 
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hcpes ts obtain his Miſtris, he reſolves upenrthis deſpe* 


rate Attewpt3 which was to. be dons,, #*tpſaid either 
by Shooting the Duke out of a Ganet: windbw , as he 
went to Chrjft-Church, or in the Crowd-gving back,or 
in his Cloſet, or by Dogging him whew he-went privatly 
abroad, and then to diſpach him by Shot, with a Horſe 
wellMounted tobring him off, 

But after the heat of his firſt Reſulution! was a little 
over, the hazard and difficutly of the Artempr did ſome- 
what diſcourage him 5 and then it pleaſed God to open 
his Conſcience, (which was not yet quiteſeared,) and 
let him ſee his own raſhneſs in undertaking: to commit 
ſo Execrablea Wickedneſs, and the ſubril Delufiuns 
of the Jeſuits in alluring him thereto. _ 

In this perplexity of Spirit, tull of Grief and! DiſtraCti- 
on, he applyed himſelf to a worthy Magiltrate of this 
City,to whom he diſcovered what 7 have hereacquaints 
ed you with ; Adding , that the names of the Jeſuits 
which put him a upon it, were PlunckerandBowyn where: 
upon they were immediatly ſeized upom,.mdicarried to 
Priſon in order to their Tryals, 

I hope Sir, this Letter will not ſeems treubleſom to 
you, ſince by it we may ſee, that let men'lay/their wick- 
ed deſigns as deep as Well, yet our graciousGod{to whoſe 
all-ſeeing eye nothing can be hid) dayly diſcovers them, 
and briogs to light theſe hidden works of darkneſs 5 7 
hope God will preſerveour King, Church anState, and 
cauſe all wickcd contrivers of Miſchief tro-bertaken and 
ſnar'd in the works oftheir own hands..
